Postmaster General Payne Wrest- 
ling with Another Phase of 
Postal Scandal 


ALLEGED THAT MASTEN 
TOOK MONEY FOR JOBS 


Be Preposed To Reinstate Discharged 
Clerks if They Would Pay So 
Much Down and So Much 
Per Month—Cases Are 
Investigated. 


Washington. July 14.—The postoffice in- 
Spectors are investigating charges made 
Rgainst John M. Masten, now assistant 
superintendent of the railway mail ser- 
vice and formerly chief clerk of the first 
assistant postmaster general's office. 

A man named Terry, now in the govern- 
ment service, has made an affidavit be- 
fore the inspectors alleging that Masten, 
while chief clerk to the first assistant 


postmaster general, proposed that Terry 
pay him $50 down and $8 to $10 a month 
to secure reinstatement in a former po- 
sition in Masten’s bureau. Terry charges 
that he was originally a $600 employee in 
the dead letter office: that he was remov- 
ed under an order of Masten and put into 


the city postoffce; that he protested and 
finallv that Master suggested his getting 
an outside party, a close friend of Mas- 
ten and a former employee of the postal 
eervice, to help him. 

The affidavit alleges that Masten gave 
Terry assurance that if he paid the 
amount mentioned he could get back; 
that he went to Masten’'s house about the 
matter, but did not pay the money. Ter- 
ry charges that subsequentiv he made an 
affidavit making these charges and hand- 
ed it to Masten to present to First As- 
sistant Postmaster General Johnson and 
that the affidavit did not reach Johnson. 
According to the charges Masten subse- 
' quently was asked by Terry for the affi- 
Gavit and refused to return it and Terry 
thereupon placed the information before 
the civil service commission, who took 


‘ up the matter with the president. 
Several Cases Considered. 


The federal grand jury in this city is 
considering several important postoffice 
casés which are expected to proye of 
widespread interest. Postmaster General 
Payne said this afternoon that he ex- 
pected there would be some important 
news during his absence on hjs trip along 
the coast and that he expected the grand 
jury would furnish some interesting de- 
vélopments. There is no definite informa- 
tion available as to the identity of the 
cases, but the jury has been working on 
them for some time. 

An agreemerg has been reached be- 
tween the postoffice department and the 
civil service commission regarding the 
transfer of employees from other depart- 
ments to the postoffice department. The 
new regulations provide that in such 
transfers it must be shown that the per- 
son to be transferred will be emploved 
on work similar to that previously per- 
formed by him. and his qualifications 
which will enable him to perform such 
work better than a persen selected from 
the elicible register of the commission. 
The pending investigation has disclosed 
a number cf irreeniar transfers.

Decatur Merchant Mysteriously 
Disappears Afler Visiting 
Third National Bank, 


W. O. Steele, a prominent merchant of 
Decatur, has been missing since yester- 
day at noon, and his family fears that 
be has met with foul play. 

Mr. Steele runs a large store in De- 
catur and comes to Atlanta every day 
to make a deposit with the Third national 
bank. He left ‘Decatur yesterday morn- 
ing with $215. This he deposited in the 
Third national bank at 12 o'clock. The 
teller who received his money is the last 
man to have seen him, 

Mr. Steele was to have returned home 
at 1 o’clock, but when he did not return 
promptly nothing was thought of it, as 
he had said something of stopping to 


make some collections at country stores 
between Atlanta and‘ Decatur. 

Later in the afternoon his family be- 
came alarmed and began to make in- 
quiries. His brother, L. J. Steele, came 
to Atlanta and began a search for Mr. 
Steele. The police force was called upon 
for aid and the entire force joined in the 
search, but-at 3 o'clock this morning 
nothing had been heard of Mr. Steele. 

It is feareq that some criminal who 
knew of Mr. Steele’s habits of going to 
the bank every day wayliad him on his 
way home for the purpose of robbing 
him. Last night his family was terribly 
excited over Mr. Steele’s disappearance 
and it is feared that he has been murF- 
dered. 

Mr. Steele was a man of steady habits, 
he never drank, and has never been 
known to get off on any lark. His brother 
says he Is confident that he has met with 
foul play as his business affairs are in 
the best of shape, his family relations 
perfectly congenial, and he could have 
had no reason for leaving home.

ASSAULT COMMITTED 
ON LITTLE WHITE GIRL 


Girl Is Seriously Ynfured, ‘but ao 
Becover—Whites Are in a Ter- 
rible State of Excitement, 
and There May Be 
Lynching Yet. 


Albany, N. Y., July 14.—The quick wit 
of a deputy sheriff at Coxsackie this af- 
ternoon prevented the lynching of James 
Little, a 19-year-old negro hailing from 
Summerhurst, N. J., who early this 
morning, near New Baltimor2, criminally 
assaulted Emma Cole, aged 11 years, 
daughter of Joseph Cole. a farmer living 
one mile back of New Baltimore. The 
negro escaped, after threatening the child 
with death. Two other children had 
given the alarm and Mr. Cole and neigh- 
bors met the child coming home and at 
once organized a party to scour the 
woods. 

A description of the negro was sent 
to nearby towns and an hour later he 
was captured og the railroad track near 
Coxsackie by Roy Cutler. He confessed 
the assauJt and was tocked up. 

Swore To Lynch Negro. 

In the meanwhile news of the capture 
reached New Baltimore and a mob of 150 
enraged farmers started for Coxsackie, 
augmented by a large number of-striking 
Coxsackie molders and rivermen, all 
frankly vowing their intention to lynch 
the negro. 

Deputy Sheriff Sumner Van Loon, real- 
izing that the coming of darkness would 
mean the breaking of the flimsy local 
lock-up and the violent death of his pris- 
oner, smuggied the negro out and took 
him down the river on the boat to Cat- 
skill, where there is a well bullt jail. 

The Cole child is seyiously injured but 
may recover. Her father and the neigh- 
boring farmers are in 4 terrible state of 
excitement and but for the deputy's 
quick action would certainly have lynched 
the negro. 

The negro. Little, says he has been 
living !n Albany until yesterflay, when 
he started to walk to his home in New 
Jersey. His confession fully corroborates 
the story told by the children.

“I have never. said I would resign as 
soon as things got settled,"’ stated Chair- 
man Fox, of the police board, last night 
after the adjournment of the board.

The chairman has been quoted in after- 
noon papers as saying that he was ‘tired 
of being cussed for nothing, and would 
resign as soon as the wrangle about the 
charter amendment regarding commis- 
sioners was settled.’’ 

¢ hairman Fox has acknowledged that 
he was the author of the petition which 
was circulated for members ‘of council 
to sign requesting the legislature not to 
amend the;city charter. The wrangle 
which the petition caused among council 
members and local politicians is familiar 
to the readers of The Constitution. The 
atmosphere which it passed through 
hasn't cooled off yet. 

There had been much speculation about 
the author of the. petition and Chairman 
Fox’s admission that he wrote it and 
did so at the suggestion of Representative 
Slaton has made another interesting 
chapter in the story of the proposed 
amendment to the charter. 

The interv‘ews which were published 
yesterday afternoon ag coming from 
Chairman Fox created no Httle surprise 
and the disavowal of the chairman will 
cause, still more. 

Chairman Fox has been known as the 
‘flopper’ in the police board, and he has 
been regarded as a sort of balance wheel 
between the two factions said to exist 
in the toard. Any declaration, therefore, 
from him about resigning was sure to 
cause talk. But the chairman says he 
didn’t say it, but merely remarked that 
he would lay down his badge of office 
whenever it suited him to do so.

Posse Paid No Heed to Negro’s Cries 
for Mercy, but Swung Him to 
Limb of Tree and Riddled 
His Body with 

Bullets 


Eastman, Ga., July 14.—(S8pecial.)—Ed 
Claus, the negro who assaulted Miss 
Johnson, near Darien Junction, sevefal 
days ago, was lynched in the south & 
part of the county today by a mob ¢ 
fifty men who have followed him for days 
through the swamps of the Altamaha and 
the Ocmulgee, chasing him through seven 
counties. 

The negro was captured after his long 
chase early this morning. The mob came 
upon him while asleep in a swamp. He 
‘was told of the fate in store fog him and 
given only a short time to prepare for 
death. The negro declared his innocence, 
but he was well known to members of 
the posse, and to Miss Jehnson, who 
stated positiveiy that he was the crimi- 
nal. When he saw that his denials would 
do no good he began to beg for his life, 
but his prayers for mercy ‘fell on deaf 
ears. 

He was swung from a limb of a tree 
by a rope which a member of the posse 
has been carrying ever since the search 
for Claus began last. Friday. After he 
was suspended members of the mob 
opened fire with pistols and -winchesters, 
and the negro’s body was riddied with 
bullets. What remained i Hh was left 
hanging to the limb while the members 
of the posse begal: their homeward 
journeys. | 

Few citizens of Dodge county had any- 
thing to do with the affair. The party 
was composed of McIntosh and Liberty 
county farmers, who have dogged Claus’ 
tracks ever since his crime. fo close 
did they chase the negro that he had 
no time to get either food or drink and 
was almost dead when the mob caught 
him.

except for the steady diminution of his 
strength. Mer. Bisleti, master of the 
chamber, visited the sick room just. after 
midnight, and on emerging stated that 
the pontiff’s condition wag unchanged. A 
little later the pope fell into a sleep 
which it has been announced is fairly 
tranquil, although the patient’s respira- 
tion is troublesome 

Yesterday's rally was characteristically 
opposed to every medical theory and con- 
sisted in getting out of bed, on which two 
hours previously the pope himself had 
made all preparations for death. Un-

satisfied with this exhibition of vitality, 
he transacted private business and re- 
ceived four cardinals, with whom he 
talked in an animated way. In fact, 
Pope Leo's record for yesterday, little of 
which appeared in last night’s official 
bulletin, would be incredible if it were 
not confirmed by.the doctors and cardi- 
nals present in the sick chamber. None 
seem more perplexed than the doctors 
themselves. Dr. Lapponi said frankly: 

“I cannot imagine how the pope man- 
ages to keep: alive’’ 

Mey s*> at Any Moment. 

According to the physicians, the pontiff 
may die at any moment, even in the midst 
of one of those extraordinary intervals 
when his mind and body present a com- 
paratively sound appearance. All those 
around the patient have long since ceased 
to hold definite opinions regarding the 
duration of the pontiff’s existence. The

progressive diminution of the 
strength of the august patient foretelis 
the approacifing end of the struggle with 
death, but the doctors will not venture 
to predict how. near the end is. Con- 
stant relapses, they say, such as created 
alarm early yesterday, are graduaily 
wearing down the pope's cdnstitution, 
which seems immune from any specific 
disease. 

Most persons are inclined to the ides 
that Pope Leo may go through perhaps 
two or three repetitions of yesterdav's 
ups and downs, till, as Dr. Rossoni puts 
it, “his pulse stops forever.’’

Old Age the Real Enemy. 

The latter is thought the least probable.

The Belknap leaders are claiming the 
nomination of their candidate on the 
first ballot, his strength being estimated

All Day Tuesday the Death of the 
Pope Was Momentarily Ex- 
pected, but Last Night 
He Made Remarkable 
Rally. 


London, July 15.—A dispatch 
from li.ome timed 6:50 this morn- 
ing says while the pope passed a 
fairly quiet night, he had some mo- 
ments of delirum. The rumor of 
the pontiff’s death was twice circu- 
lated during the night, but was 
promptly denied.

Yesterday’s hallucination 
was not considered as of the same char- 
acter, that delirium being clearly the 
effect of nerve prostration. Today’s 
aberrations, however, convinced the doc- 
tors that the disease had advanced be- 
yond the nerves and had affected the 
brain. 

During the periods of delirium the pa- 
tient’'s mind wanders and he mutters In- 
coherently. He insists that shadows are 
flitting about the room. In his lucid mo- 
ments the pope, for the first time, show-

He asked for the Fran- 
ciscan berediction, which was given by 
Cardinal Vives y Tuto.

Attacks of Delirium. 

As the morning progressed the attacks 
of delirium became accentuated both with 
regard to the length of the hallucinations 
and the shortness of the lucid intervals. 
His mutterings during delirium were not 
always ‘ntelligible, but they seemed to 
relate to the history of events many 
years ago, which, being unknown to those 
present, neither Dr. Lapponi nor Centra 
succeeded in comprehending. 

At times the pope seemed to see again 
apparitions. When his attendants tried 
to persuade him to the contrary the pope 
insists on indicating’the presence of some 
imaginary shadow which he not only sees, 
but hears. He said: 

“No! No! Don't you see now?’ 

“Besides he rattles the chairs and other 
things as he moves.”’ 

It is evident that the pope is making @ 
great effort and straining all his nerves 
to maintain calmness8 and to have his 
will triumph over physical weakness. He 
succeeds occasionally, but a period of de- 
lirlum immediately follows. The resistance 
which his frail, almost transparent, body 
offers to disease is really marvelous. 7

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
alacen, Ga., July 14—(Special.)—General 
Passenger Agent J. C. Haile, of the Cen- 
tral railroad, reached Macon this morn- 
ing and during the forenoon held a con- 
ference with the schedule committee of 
the chamber of commerce relative to 
trains desired by that body as represen- 
tatives of the business houses of Macon, 


wholesale and retail. 

During the past ‘month or six weks 
there have been a number of communi- 
cations by wire and mail between Gen- 
eral Passenger Agent Haile and the cham- 
ber of commerce committee preparatory 
to the conference of today. 

Mr. Haile was made conversant with the 
desires of the chamber of commerce com- 
mittee minutely and had the subject mat- 
ter well in hand. He informed the com- 
mittee that, acting for the Central frail- 
way, he could not see his way clear to 
grant the requests made upon his road. 
He disclaimed any discourtesy whatever 
in failing to grant thé desired interview 
before this time. He was of the opinion 
that there was a mutual interest betwgen 
the railroads and Macon and that eact 
was doing all within its power to advance 
the interests of and benefits to the otHer. 
He asserted that some of the nap ig, m 
ef the Central City were opposed to any 
changes in the schedules as they now 
obtain. He deciared that Athens was not 
only thoroughly satisfied but that ier 
wanted no change from the present time 
table, adding that the Central could not 
see its way clear to add another train in 
order to gtve Macon what Macon’s cham- 
ber of commerce committee has requested 
He announced that adding a passenger 
coach to the freight train, as has been 
suggested, had been duly considered and 
was not considered feasible. General Pas- 
senger Agent Haile expressed regret at 
his inability and the jnability of his road 
to do more than has been done. 

The meeting was pleasant and without 
any friction whatever. It was apparent 
to all present that nothing more could be 
done, and during Mr. Haile’s presence it 
was decided to lay a report of and a con- 
clusion of the confetence before the board 
of directors of the chamber of. commerce 
during the afternoon.

Catholic and A. P. A. Ele- 
ments Leck Horns in 
Augusta. 


Augusta, Ga., July 14.—(Special.)—While 
the municipal primary election which 
takes place in gugusta next Thursday has 
had one of the quietest campaigns of any 
that has been known in Augusta for 
years, where there was opposition, it is 
nevertheless a very intense and earnest 
contest that is in progress. 

There are no campaign meetings, torch 
light processions or speaking by 
dates—or at least, very few of these meet- 
ings, and attended by no excitement—but 
the candidates themselves and their active 
friends and workers are busy from early 
morning till late at night. 

It is probable that there is not a voter 
in any ward who hag not been personally 
importuned by one or both of the can- 
didates, or by personal friends of. the 
eandidate believed to have influence with 
the voter. a 
A Socialist for Mayor. 

In the first ward there is no conflict. 
Captain W. M. Dunbar is running for the 
city council in this ward without opposi- 
tion, but in the other four wards a vigor- 
ous fight is in progress, while Hon. R. E 
Allen, who will be elected mayor, is op- 
posed by J. Allen Mette, who is running 
as labor and socialist candidate. It iS 
possible that Editor Mette, who publishes 
The Voice of Labor, may receive @ 
larger vote in the factory element than 
is expected, but~he is not regarded by 
Allen or the iatter’s friends“as a serious 
factor in the race. Mr. Mette has per- 
suaded himself, however, that he is in the 
running and is ‘going to be elected. Of 
course this fs a poHtical air castle. 

The real secret of the interest that is 
felt in the race for members of council 
does not lie in -the personnél of the can- 
didates. There is no one of them whose 
election or defeat would add anything to 
the "happiness or distress of the commu- 
nity. All are good average citizens, fully 
capable of discharging acceptably the 
duties of councilmen. The milk in the 
cocoanut is that the Irish Catholic ele- 
ment in Augusta, which for years has been 
a strong political factor in the commu- 
nity, has become seriously interested in 
this campaign and is making it a fight 
for political position. 

A Catholic and A. P. A. Fight. 

In some way or other the A, P. A.’s and 
the Catholics have locked horns. Each 
side charges that the other brought this 
issue into the campaign. However this 
may be, it is in it, and the election of 
E. J. Rice in the second ward, C. J. Craw- 
ford in the third, E. J. Doris in the fourth 
and J. L. Cartledge in the fifth will be 
regarded as a triumph of the Irish Cath- 
olic element and as reestablishing its 
claim as a political factor that must be 
consulted. 

Not all of these candidates are Catho- 
lics, but where they are not they have 
been adopted by that element. It is 
charged that the others represent the A. 
P. A. element in the community, and 
while this does not appear in any pub- 
lic way, an earnest and intense Catholic 
and A. P. A. fight is in progress in the 
contest for city councilmen in Augusta. 

In a fight of this kind the Catholics are 
apt to have the advantage, because they 
are not only sure of the Catholic vote 
but of a considerable conservative ele- 
ment which does not approve of the A. 
P. A. in politics. If, however, they are 
defeated, it is declared that this element 
will have a serious setback in politics and 
will be recognized as having lost political 
prestige. Hence it is that in a very quiet 
and issueless campaign for. memDers of 
council there is a great deal of feeling un- 
der cover and no end of earnest. and tire- 
less campaigning by the’ ward :workers. 

Already there have ‘been sevéra) fisti- 
cuffs bétween’ champions of different can- 
didates. It is said more money has been 
wagered on the result than in‘apny contest 
since ‘the fdmous Walsh-Kerr-Dunbar

In part Mrs. .,ark’ said: “‘Handwork 
has been and is the furidamental means 
of physical development. The child is 
born with hody, muscles. and brain pre- 
pared for physical exerqjse, and it is the 
highest duty of man to furnish each 
human being with the’ conditigns of all 
around self-activity, for the development, 
man is to use in his physical life. The 
body, mind and soul of a little child 
demands self-activity. .Years of » experi- 
ence in manual training have proved to 
me beyond alj] doubt that children. find 
their greatest delignt in that self-activity 
which constructs and creates. 

“The child enters into the industrial 
commercial activity and the dfife of the 
world through his hands and his brains. 
The child cannot make an article of fur- 
niture without always being more or less 
interested in furniture. Cooking reaches 
much further than the mere skill to 
produce palatable and digestible dishes. 
The materials used in cooking become 
of interest. The history of food which 
is the inner history of the physical man 
is thus opened to the child. Mere sew- 
ing is li¢tle, but the entrance of the child 
into all that pertains to bodily covering 
reaches back to the beginning.

Howard Fairfax, also a negro, whose 
home is in East Macon, was severgy 
lacerated about the face and considerably 
bruised on his body. The physicians at 
the hospital entertain, as has been stated, 
no hopes whatever for Stevens and are 
astonished at the tenacity with which he 
clings to life, -while they assert that 
Wastfelter’s injuries are decidedly dan- 
gerous. The third man at the hospital— 
Jenks—will in all probability recover. 
However, internal injuries may have been 
sustained. Time only will demonstrate 
this. The two negroes were sent to their 
homes, where surgical attention was sup- 
plied. 

The city building inspector has made a 
thorough examination of the building and 
what remains of the scaffold, but so far 
has not been able to ascribe any reason 
for the fall of the timbers.

Yosemite Valley, 


Whrilling Rescue of Mrs. Johns, of 
New York, Lying Bruised and 
Bicsding on Two-Foot 
Ledge in a Deep 


,  Crevesse. 


Yosemite Valley, Cal., July 14.—5T¥s. 
Joseph Johns, of New York city. who has 
been staying in the valley for some time, 
Was found in a deep cravasse back of 
Fissures, located some 2 miles from thé 
Sentinal Dome. Yesterday Mrs. Johns 
started from Glacier Point to walk to 
hotel. Last night Mrs. Johns did not 
return, and a search, was instituted this 
morning. Far down§ne of the sides of 
the Sentinal fissure, whose arevasse dt ps 
fin some places for thousands of feet, sus- 
pended on a ledge that jutted out from 
the steep side of the narrow canon, the 
form of Mrs. Johns was found by Mr. 
Potter, a hotel clerk. Mr. Potter was 
forced to return to the hotel for help. 
Provided with plenty of ropes and carry- 
ing a stretcher, a party of eight made 
its way back to the crevasse. A physician 
accompanied the relief party and will ren- 
der any assistance possible when Mrs. 
John's body has been rescued. 

Mrs. Johns’ rescue was effected after 
@ thrilling experience, and her escape 
from a frishtful death was nothing less 
than miraculous. She had failen a dis- 
tance of over three hundred feet from 
the crevasse walls, and had partially 
broken the descent by catching juniper 
bushes and shrub trees, through whose 
branches she plunged. Whep the rope 
nad been lowered, Mr. Potter descended to 
examine the ground and determine the 
course to pursue in rescuing Mrs. Johns. 


Lay Stunnea Fifteen Hours. 


There, lodged upon a 2-foot ledge, with 
her clothing torn to fragments and her 
flesh scratched and bruised, lay Mrs. 
Johns, weak from exhaustion and lack 
of food and benumbed by the frosty chill 
of the night. With difficulty the rope 
Was securely tied around Mrs. Johns’ 
waist and an effort made to help her to 
the rim above. This attempt proved fu- 
tile. because of Mrs. Johns’ weight. By 
leaning over the abrupt precipice, Mr. 
Potter could discern another and larger 
ledge a hundred feet below, from which 
Was another sheer drop of hundreds of 
feet. He determined to try this plan 
of rescue. Giving the order to those 
above to lower the rope, Mr. Potter 
swung the inanimate form of Mrs. Johns 
“off the tiny strip of rock upon which she 


-had braced herself for fifteen hours, into 


the chasm beneath. 

By swinging the rope to and fro, Mr. 
Potter was able to lodge the body of 
Mrs. Johns upon the larger ledge and 
then descended himseH. alling to one 
of the mountain guides above, Mr. Potter 
had him drop the rope to the ledge upon 
which al] three were now resting. . Then 
the two pr ked up Mrs. Johns and to- 
gether they made their difficult wa

FLYING VOYAGE. 
FOR KEARSARCE

Great Battle Ship Ordered To 
Sp2ed Across the Allantic, 


This Is the First Occasion, in Time 
of Peace, That an American 
Wer Ship Has Been Sub- 
jected to Such a Se- 
vere Test. 


+ 


Portsmouth, England, July 14.—Captain 
Hemphill, of the United States flag ship 
Kearsarge, recefved instructions today to 
clean the war ship’s propellers, fill her 
bunkers with the best coal and go at once 
at the highest gpeed with natural draught 
to Frenchmans Bay, Maine. This is the 
first occasion, in time of peace, that an 
American battle ship has been subjected 
to such a severe test. It recalls a simi- 
lar voyage of the battle ship Oregon dur- 
ing the war with Spain. Divers com- 
menced work this morning on cleaning 
the propellers, and 1,500 tons of coal will 
be delivered tomorrow. Captain Hemphill 
will follow the great circle route, leaving 
Portsmouth at 9 o’clock Friday morning. 

Admiral Lord Walter Kerr visited the 
Kearsarge this morning. He was re- 
ceived by Rear Admiral Cotton and Cap- 
tain Hemphill and under the latter’s guid- 
ance inspected the ship. 

The Kearsarge returned the courtesies 
extended to the United States squadron 
here by a reception this afternoon. The 
ship was elaborately dressed with flags 
and the quarter deck was covered with 
a canopy made of the flags of all nations. 
Admiral Cotton, Captain Hemphill] ana 
the other American captains received the 
guests. There was dancing on the super- 
structure deck. The Kearsarge left the 
jetty tonight and anchored in midstream, 
preparatory to coaling tomorrow. 

Visit Is Terminated. 

With the reception given on board Rear 
Admiral Cotton's flagship Kearsarge this 
afternoon the official visit of the Ameri- 
can squadron to England terminated. The 
royal yacht Victoria and Albert. will 
leave Portsmouth harbor tomorrow, and 
receive the salutes of the war ships as 
she steams out. On Friday, when out- 
side Spithead, Admiral Cotton will trans- 
fer his flag to the Chicago, and proceed 
with the San Francisco and Machias 
to Lisbon, while the Kearsarge will be- 
gin her speed trial across the Atlantic. 

“Our reception in England has been 
most cordial and enthusiastic,’’ said Rear 
Admiral Cotton. ‘Nothing could exceed 
the courtesy extended to us on all sides, 
from the king and prince of Wales, the 
Ollicials. of the government, and officers 
of the army and navy to the people 
of London and Portsmouth. I have no 
doubt that the result of the visit of the 
American squedron will prove beneficial 
in the extreme, and that it will tend to 
Strengthen the cordial relations which 
have long existed between the two 
countries.’’ 

Admiral Cotton is highly gratified at 
the receipt of a photograph from the 
prince of Wales, bearing the inscription, 
“George, Portsmouth, July 18, 1903.’

Admiral Cotton and the other Ameri- 
can officers gave Captain Hemphill all the 
honor for the part played’ by the Kear- 
Sarge, whose presence attributed in such 
a remarkable degree to the success of

Captain 
Hemphill commande the Buffalo, which 
established the record of 39 days on the 
run from New York to Manila, and the 
officers of the Kearsarge are satisfied that 
with the excellent coal supplied and the 
vessels moderately clean bottom, the 
record for a battle ship will be broken, 

Keen Interest in Naval Circles. 

Washington, Juiy 14.—Keen interest Is 
felt in naval circles in the result of the 
test trans-Atlantic cruise of the Kear- 
sarge, which leaves Portsmouth, Eng- 
land, tomorrow via the great northern 
route for Frenchmans Bay, coast of 
Maine. Captain Hemphill has been di- 
rected to make the cruise a test of the 
Kearsarge’'s long cruising speed and it is 
expected probably the highest record for 
an American battle ship of the Kear- 
sarge’s type will be established on this 
trip. 

It.is estimated that 1,500 tons of cpal 
will bring the Kearsarge across at 13 1-2 


.knots an hour within ten days, provided 


good weather is encountered. 

Phat the Kearsarge may remain at 
Portsmouth throughout the festivities, 
fhat vessel will not leave for French- 
man’s Bay until] July 17.

would waft him straight to heaven. The 
pope was heard to say when Cardinal 
Rampolla left him this morning: 

“T renew to you my confidence in this 
supreme moment.”’ 

While Cardinal Vives y Tuto was in 
the sick room the pope succeeded.in re- 
citing the Confiteor, and then gave the 
apostolic benediction to the whole Fran- 
ciscan order. 


The Pope’s Will. 


Although much has been said about the 
pope’g will, nofhing positive is yet 
known, except that on recefving his 
nephews his holiness said: 

“As pope I do not possess anything, as 
I live by the alms of the faithful. It 
would be a great detriment to the church 
if I should destine to my family even 
the smallest part of what the people 
send me by denying thems@#lves. As to 
my personal property,’ the pontiff con- 
cluded, ‘“‘I divided among you long ago.” 

This declaration did not surprise any 
one, it being well known how strong an 
anti-nepotist Pope Leo has always been. 
When the pontiff alluded to his personal 
fortune he meant his patrimony, of 
which almost two-thirds came into his 
hands through the death of his un- 
cles and brothers, Besides this he had 
what was called his prelatura, a sum of 
40,000 scudi, which’for that period was a 
large amount, and to whicl§ in papal times 
was entitled any member embracing the 
priesthood. This was given in order to 
put him in a pesftiey Sto continue his 
career, In*+1881 Pope Yeo had all his 
fortune estimated and divided by Card- 
inal Lamrénz, a most distinguished juris- 
consult, among his nieces and nephews, 
who were obliged to sign a paper de- 
claring that they had received all they 
were entitled to. When the pope’s broth- 
er, Cardinal Guisseppi, died in 1890, Pope 
Leo informed his relatives that he was 
keeping all his valuable library intact, 
leaving them their share in money, oblig- 
ing them to - n another declaration 
that fhey hau received all they could 
claim, 

Rampolla Seems To Be Ruler. 

Paris, July 15.—The Eclair’s correspon- 
dent at Rome telegraphs that yesterday 
a diplematist asked Cardinal Rampolla 
for the bulls concerning the bishops ap- 
peinted at the last consistory. The car- 
dinal replied: 

“All the ministries have now ° ceased 
their functions. Pope Leo has not signed 
the consistorial documents, but you may 
reassure your sovereign that if a misfor 
tune happens, the future pope will ratify 
the acts of the last consistory.” 

People are asking, says the correspon- 
dent, how Cardinal Rampolla can pledge 
the next pope.

GENERAL MILES. 
TOOK LONG RIDE 


Went Ninety Miles on. Horse- 
back in Nine 
Hours, 


El Reno, Okla., July 14.—Lieutenant 
General Nelson A. Miles completed a 
horseback ride today from Fort Sill, Ind. 
T., to Fort Reno, Okla., a distance of 
90. miles, in nine hours and ten minutes. 

The first 35 miles was made in record 
time, the distance being covered in two 
hours and twenty-five minutes. Upon 
completing the trip General Miles showed 
no signs of fatigue, and forty minutes 
after his arrival at Fort Reno reviewed 
the troops stationed at that point. 

The ride was taken, it is stated, to 
demonstrate that General Miles, at the 
age of retirement, is still a sturdy man. 
Generai Miles was accompanied by Cap- 
tain Sayre, of the Eighth cavalry. 

The weather was cool at the start at 
4 o'clock this morning, but became in- 
tensely hot. Anadarko, Okla., 35 miles 
distant from Fort Sill, was reached in 
two hours and twenty-five minutes. The 
ride was made in ten-mile relays, sol- 
diers stationed along the line furnishing 
fresh horses. Lunches consumed twenty 
minutes and it is estimated that fifty min- 
utes were spent in changing mounts 
and in other small delays. This made the 
actual time spent in the saddle eight 
hours.

Mr. Penny stated that he took the 
books just as he found them and ascer- 
tained that al! sorts of - irregularities 
existed.

ABOUT POLICE 


Alderman Girardeau Explains 
His Position Upon 
Question. 


. 


Alderman Girardeau has written a let- 
ter ‘to The Constitution in Which ° he 
statés his position in regard to the police 
board. He says, among other things, 
that in dealing with this question “or- 
ganic backbone” is needed far more than 
“organic laws.” The letter is as fol- 
lows: j 


Editor Constitution: In the counting 
room, upon the street, from pulpit and 
press, the city council has been dis- 
cussed, criticised and denounced for Its 
actions with reference to the police 
board. There may be some justification 
for this wholesale denunciation; but, 
whatever errors individual council mem- 
bers may have committed from time to 
time with referénce to this matter, In 
my humble judgment there was mone 
committed by the fourteen members who 
signed the petition which is now known 
to be the “Fox prayer” to the legislature. 
In order that the public might fully 
understand the situation Y wish to briefly 
submit the following facts: 

During the early part of the year:a 
statement from Captain English caused 
a committee of ten to be appointed by 
council to make an investigation of the 
affairs within the police oard. This 
committee, after a delfberate and most 
rigid examination, submitted a report to 
council exonerating each member of the 
police board from corruption. They said 
they found a pronounced factional spirit 
within the board. That this factiogal 
spirit permeated the board to such an 
extent that not a single member thereon 
should succeéd himself, and they recom- 
mended that council go to the legislature 
and get a charter amendment making 
members of the police board ineligible 
to succeed themselves. It was upon the 
method of getting rid of board members 
that councll became divided. 

Mr. Key and members of council in 
sympathy with his views contended that 
legislative enactment was the _ proper 
course. Councilman Warren led a fight 
against the proposed method, contend- 
ing that it was the council's duty to deal 
with the subject direct and rid the board 
of factional members by filling their 
places: with other men. To this end he 
introduced an ordinance in council, which 
was defeated. Mr. Warren and the 
friends of his ordinance also claimed 
that to serve a term upon any board 
did not unfit a person for reelection to 
another term. Having served for a pe- 
riod of time a person was better qualified 
to serve again, 

Inasmuch as a mafjortty of council had 
become reconciled to these views, also 
that the proposed charter revision un- 
dertakes to deal with all departments 
of the city alike, and that the further 
consideration of the charter revision had 
gone over for a year, it was deemed 
advisable to let the police board ques- 
tion also go over. individually I have 
supported Mr. Warren's views from the 
time he introdueed his. ordinance. I 
have further contended if the investigat- 
ing committee’s report was just that 
neither Johnson nor Fox should Have 
been elected in March. I further contend 
that if they were worthy of the election 
in Mareh they are worthy of holding the 
‘office for the balance of. their terms. 
unless by words er--actions they dis- 
qualify themselves. contend that the 
remedy for dealing With a faction is to 


ture and ask for laws that are unwise 
and work to the detriment of the depart- 
ment in future years, 

I contend that it is organic backbone 
that we-need instead of organic laws to 
deal with the question. Feeling that the 
public has misunderstood the signers of 
the “Fox prayer,’’ I have tried briefly to 
explain. I did not know who wrote the 
petition. I knew I favored it and I signed 
it. If, after the matter has been thus 
explained, the public wishes to further 
condemn, I am ready to bear my part.

It Is Likely That the Petition Will 
Never Be Forwarded, as the 
President Is a Man of Peace, 
and Doesn’t Want To 
Irritate Russia. 


July 14.—An import- 
ent conference was held at Sagamore 
Hill today between the president and 
representative Jewish citizens of the So- 
ciety of the B’Nai B'Rith regarding the 
petition to the Russian government on 
the Kishinef outrages. Besides the presi- 
dent the parties to the conference were 
Simon Wolf, of Washington; Oscar Straus 
and Leo N. Levi, of New York. 

The administration has been embar- 
rassed by the delay of the representatives 
of the B'Nnai B’Rith Society in present- 
ing the petition. A draft of the docu- 
ment was handed to President Roose- 
velt several weeks ago by Mr. Wolf, 
but it was decided after some consider- 
ation to modify the text of the petition 
before presenting it formally to this 
government for transmittal to Russia. 
Time was desired, too, to obtain to the 
petition the signatures of representative 
citizens of the United States of all the 
re‘igious faith. As a result the document 
was not placed in the hands of thé presti- 
Gent until today. 


Results Not Disclosed. 

The result of the conference at Saga- 
more Hill has not been disclosed, but a 
strong intimation is given that the peti- 
tion may not be forwarded to the Rus- 
Fian government. The desire of both 
the president and Secretary Hay is that 
the Kishinef incident should be closed 
as soon as possible, as further delay in 
its consideration might prove embarrass- 
ing to this government in other diplomatic 
negotiations with Russia. 

Inasmuch as the Russian government 
has indicated by the adoption of severe 
measures a genuine disposition to punish 
adequately the perpetrators of the Ki 
nef murders and in additio ses 
oe amped n those who 

gated them, it is a problef for the 
president and Secretary Hay to solve 
staan representations concerning the 
ncident now are either desirable or nec- 
essary. 

Members of the Jewish committee, to- 
gether with Dr. Albert Shaw, editor of 
The Review of Reviews and his friend 
from England, Maurice Amos. were the 
Buests of the president at luncheon. 

Nothing Is Given Out. 

Messrs. Wolf, Levi and Straus concluded 
their conference with the president and 
left for New York by the 4:18 o’clock 
train. Prior to their departure they an- 
nounced, that while their conference had 
been eminently satisfactory, they were 
not in a position at this time to discuss 
the result of the interview. The peti- 
tion in its modified form was presented to 
the president, but it is understood that 
Signatures to it are yet being added, and 
probably will continue to be added for 
several days. While many citizens of 
Jewish faith have signed the petition, a 
majority of the -signatures are those of 
persons of other religious beliefs. It is 
learned that a statement soon will be 
made by the state department in Wash- 
ington which will disclose the steps taken 
and to be taken by this government, but

there are reasons why publicity at this, 


moment should not be given to the pre- 
cise method of procedure. 

Both Mr. Wolf and Mr. Straus have 
served the government in a diplomatic 
capacity. and Mr. Levi has been identi- 
fied from the first with the movement 
for the amelioration of the condition of 
the Jews in Russia. All of them, it can 
be said. are delighted with the position 
taken by this government. They realize 
fully, however, the limitations which sur- 
round the state department in a matter 
so delicate as the Kishinef incident. 

Secretary Root left today for Washing- 
ton. He said that he could not sail for 
England before the 23d of August, be- 
cause it was desirable that he should see 
the general staff in full operation before 
he left the country.

United States Flag, 


Purpose Was To Force Conference 
with the Commander of Castro’s 
Forces—Rebels at Ciudad 
Bolivar in Desperate 
Situation. 


Soledad, Venezuela, July 14.—The situa- 
tion before Ciudad Bolivar is unchanged. 
It was reported last night that the revo- 
lutionists had evacuated the city, but 
this turns out to be incorrect. The com- 


mander of the revolutionary forces is still 


in possession. Yesterday afternoon at 3 
o'clock a board bearing United States 
and parliamentary truce flags left Ciudad 
Rolivar and crossed the Orinoco to La 
Solena. President Castro’s authority re- 
ceived the emissary, a priest. who said he 
came in the name of the foreign consuls, 
the’ bishopg and leading trades, to ask 
General Gomez, the government com- 
mander, to receive him tomorrow, as he 
had an important message for him, 
Learning that General Gomez was not at 
Soledad, the priest departed. promising 
to return. The Associated Press corre- 
spondent questioned him concerning his 
reasons for hoisting the United States 
flag. as he was not an American. The 
priest replied: 

‘Recause the flag of the United States 
is respected everywhere.” 

The priest refused to reveal the object 
of his mission. 

At 11 o’clock last night the man of war 
Bolivar. with General Gomez aboard, ar- 
rived here. As she passed before Ciudad 
Bolivar she was fired upon, but without 
effect. The Bolivar anchored two miles 
above the city and placed herself in con- 
tact with the beseiging government 
troops. The remainder of the Venezuelan 
fleet. composed of men of war Seybura, 
Restaurador, Miranda and Ventre de 
Mayo, is due tomorrow. When they have 
arrived 4,200 men will be ready to attack 
Ciudad Bolivar. 

The government authorities f!ntend to 
give General Bolando a chance to consid- 
er his desperate situation in order to pre- 
vent the useless shedding of blood. If he 
will surrender, he will be given full guar- 
antee of safety for himself and followers.

Who Invented Convict Leasing? 

A due regard for the history of cus- 
toms impels us to reply to some re- 
newed criticisms in the northern 
presses of the conyict lease systems 
in the south. Therpeonage cases that 
have been prominent lately have led 
some of our contemporaries in the 
east to. inveigh with _ bitterness 
against the policy of leasing convicts 
to private parties and corporations. 

During the late national convention 
of charities and correction in this 
city Dr. Frederick H. Wines, of Mont- 
Clair, N. J.,\a distinguished penologist 
and sociologist, made the statement 
in one of his addresses to the conven- 
tion that the convict leasing business 
was begun by General Hancock, while 
he was the commander of the fifth 
military district, embracing Louisiana 
and Texas, some time in 1868, per- 
hapa. 

It is possible that Dr. Wines is right. 
We have not examined the records of 
the fifth military district of the United 
States to find out the details. But 


we do know how it happened that 


convicts began to be leased to corpora- 
tions, and afterwards to individuals, ’ 
in the state of Georgia. 

In February, 1868, Governor Charles 
J. Jenkins was depos2d from office by 
order of Major General George G. 
Meade, then military commander of 
the third military district of the Unit- 
ed States, and Brigadier General 
Thomas H. Ruger was installed in the 
capita] at Milledgeville as “provisional 
governor” of the state. 

On examination of the executive rec- 
ords in the governor's office we find 
that on thé 2d day of July, 1868, Pro- 
visional Governor General Ruger en- 
tered into a contract—the first of the 
kind in the history of the state—to 
lease for twelve months to the Selma, 
Rome and Dalton railroad contractors 
one hundred able-bodied and healthy 
convicts from the state penitentiary. 

The price agreed upon was $1,000 
for the hire of the one hundred men 
and the jcontractors gave bond to 
feed, clothe, work and guard them and 
“to treat them with proper humanity, 
in accordance with the rules establish- 
ed by law for the government of the 
penitentiary.” 

It may not be a matter of much im- 
portance as to who originated the con- 
vict leasing system in the south, but 
it will be news, we are sure, to many 
of our contemporaries who have de- 
nounced it as one of our peculiar 
southern inventions for making free- 
dom a hard road to travel by the col- 
ored brother, 

We do not establish the fact that a 
northern general, acting as governor 
of the state, set up the system in Geor- 
gia to disparage him. We think he 
did the best he could with accumulat- 
ing convicts, just as we are seeking 
to do the best we can with the larger 
numbers that afflict us today. General 
Ruger, we believe, is still alive, living

But the custom, which might have been 
so often more honored in a breach than 
it was in the observance, is not bind- 
ing on the president as commander in 
chief of the army. And the latter, in 
the case of General Wood conspicuous- 
ly, thinks there are occasions when 
service should outrank seniority, and

| the qualit-- of the service is something 


that demands comparison. 

Upon that basis General Leonard 
Wood deserves whatever honor by 
promotion the president can confer 
upon him. He is now eighth in the 
list of brigadier generals by seniority 
of commissions. Generals Wade and 
Sumner are the only general officers of 
the line above him, the others being

rendered by either Wade or Sumner, it 
can be safely said that the value of 
the services of General Wood, meas- 
ured by his work as military governor

Georgia is being congratulated hear- 
tily from every section of the republic 
because her general assembly has re- 
fused to divide the state school fund 
So as to give the negro only so much 
of it as he pays in taxes. Virginia 
and North Carolina have rejected sim- 
ilar propositions d of four demo- 
cratic candidates for govegnor of Mis- 
Sissippi one favors such a law and 
three stand squarely against it. 

It is not wise to agitate this ques- 
tion in the south. Our future gress 
and prosperities are to depend largely 
upon the trained intelligence of all our 
people. The dominant and labor- 
creating class need the best education 
possible to meet the competition of 
educated rivals .in other sections of.the 
nation. ‘ihe laboring class, both the 
whites and the blacks, should be edu- 
eated to the fullest measure they will 
accept that they may more intelligent- 
ly do their work and protect their 
rights of contract, sale and purchase. 

An edueated man of any race or 
class is a better, safer and more valua- 
ble citizen than his fellow whose mind 
is undisciplined, whose instincts take 
the place of reason and who is suspi- 
cious of every man with whom he has 
to deal. . 

At the same time an educated con- 
stituency should be a productive and 
economic constituency, able in due 
season to return in property values 
and taxes a fair proportion of what 
has been spent freely upon its educa: 
tion. When these results do not fol- 
low any system of popular education 
it will then be time enough to consider 
a chamge of the equities of present sys- 
tems. 
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Crimes Measure Civilization. 

We never know in these days when 
one of our cherished beliefs is going 
to get fatally knocked on the head. 
For’a hundred years we have believed 
that yellow fever was due to unsani- 
tary conditions and transmitted by 
contagion, or infection by fomites in 
the clothing, bedding or other belong- 
ings of those who were victims of the 
But now we know 
with almost absolute certainty that a 
certain breed of mosquitoes, with a 
jaw-breaking Latin name, transmit the 
dread disease. 

After that comes a man with a book 
in which he tells us that the multipli- 
cation of crimes is an evidence of ad- 
vancing civilization. To have that 
strike you off hand, would it not jar 
you sensibly? Yet he has the audac- 
ity to produce an array of proofs that 
make our old idea, that as civilization 
is heightened crime is lessened, ap- 
pear as absurd as the proposition “if 
butter is worth 20 cents a pound how 
many teeth are there in a handsaw?” 

The author does not use the word 
crime in the restricted sense of a per 
sonal injury, or tort, or sin against hu- 
man and divine principles of right- 
eousness. He speaks of those things 
which society commands or prohibits 
by laws made for the protection and 
betterment of the general welfare. 
The more civilized a yeople is the 
more multiplied will be the finely 
drawn distinctions between the things 
the citizen should do and those he 
should not do, and therefore the more 
cases there will be of those who ig- 
nore or infract these multiform stat- 
utes and ordinances. 

Law, as we learn at the threshhold 
of the science, is “a rule of action 
prescribed by the sovereign authority 
* * * commanding what is right 
and prohibiting what is wrong.” 
While we often complain of over- 
legislation and being too much govern- 
ed, yet history tegtifies unimpeachably 
that the march of civilization is meas- 
ured by the multiplication of com- 
mands and prohibitions, called for by

A notable instance adduced is that 
of Massachusetts. It is from that 
State we oftenest hear the riot act 
read to other states and sections for 
moral and social derelictions. Think- 
ing of that idiosyncrasy only one 
would naturally expect to find Massa- 
chusetts as free of crimes as it is of 
indigenous cacti. But as a matter of 
record Massachusetts shows more 
crimes and criminals pro rata than 
any other state in the unior, with New 
York a close second. Poor old, 
greaser-ridden New Mexico, not yet 
civilized enough to get the consent of 
Massachusetts’ representatives to be- 
come a state, has the fewest crimes 
and criminals in proportion to popula- 
tion. 

The case seems plain. Crime is the 
gauge of civilization and Georgia is 
not lacking in keeping pace with the 
procession.

SOME RECENT DECISIONS 


Answer for Debt of Another. 

A wholesale liquor dealer refused to fur- 
nish more goods to a retailer who had be- 
come largely indebted to him, unless the 
retailer’s wife would become personally 
responsible for the goods. She said that 
she was running the business and would 
be responsible, and thereafter all goods 
were shipped in her name, but were sold 
by the husband, who continued to run the 
saloon in his own name, renewing the Hi- 
cense in his name. Held, that the wife 
was not the purchaser of the liquors, but 
that her agreement to pay for them was 
merely an oral promise to answer for the 
debt of her husband, void under the stat- 
ute of frauds. 67 Northeastern Rep. 520. 


Railroads—Assaults on Passengers. 

Where a conductor on a train attempts 
to enforce a rule of the company requir- 
ing payment of additional fare by a pas- 
senger without a ticket, and the passen- 
ger uses force against the conductor and 
invites a personal collision with him, he 
cannot sue the company or the conductor 
for damages for assault and battery. 
The fact that he was unable to purchase 
a ticket because of the absence of a tick- 
et agent at the station is no excuse for 
the resistance by the passenger of the 
conductor's attempt to collect additional 
fare. 67 Northeastern Rep. (New York, 
Judge O’Brien) 569. 
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Removing Remains of Husband. 


In the case of Smith vs. Shepherd, it 
has held that a widow who buried the 
remains of her husband in a burial plot 
belonging to his sister, with the consent 
of the tatter, and who prepared the grave 
for the reception of her own remains with 
like consent. knowing that the said plot 
was so occupied that no consent would 
be given for other interments therein, it 
not entitled to require the owner of the 
plot to permit her to remove the remains 
merely because his children by a former 
wife (also buried there) and his children 
by her cannot be buried there. 5 Atlan- 
tic Rep. (New Jersey) 806, 
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An Invidious Distinction.

DR. ABBOTT'S OUTLOOK 
ON. LEE AS A PATRIOT 


: 

The following editorial in The Outlook 
of July 11 will indicate the impression 
made on the ifberal thought of the coun- 
try by Judge Speer’s Emory college ad- 
dress on General Lee: 


The Loyalty of Robert E. Lee. 

“At the commencement exercises of 
Emory college, at Oxford, Ga.. Judge 
Emory Speer made an eloquent plea for 
the honoring of Robert E. Lee, the com- 
mander of the confederate armies, ag a 
national hero. After a brief account of 
General Lee’s ancestry and education, 
and an explanation of the motives which 
determined his decision to support the 
confederate cause in spite of his dread 
and hatred of disunion, Judge Speer 
sketched in warm and vivid southern 
phrase his career and comportment dur- 
ing the war. and, recounting incidents 
and estimates throwing light on his char- 
acter, at once spiritual and humen, chiv- 
alrous and practical, aggressive and un- 
selffish, brave and mild, humble and dig- 
nifled, concluded with an appeal to the 
nation to accept Lee among the great 
patriots of Ameriaa. 

“We call attention to this speech of 
Judge Speer’s not simply because of the 
honor it offers to a man who was worthy 
of admiration equeMy for his consum- 
mate military genius, his gentle court- 
linéss and his high Christian character, 
but more especiaily because of the ex- 
planation which it offers for the course 
of a man of these qualities in leading 
armed forces against his country’s flag. 

*“*Robert E. Lee was nev®@ an advocate 
of secession. He was a devoted support- 
er of the -constitution and an earnest 
believer in the union. When the acts of 
secession were passed and the union was 
menaced, he was distressed and dismayed 
as truly as any northerner. In a letter 
ao his wife in January, 1861, from which 
Judge Speer quotes, he says of Washing- 
ton: ‘How his spirit would be grieved 
could he see the wreck of his mighty 
labors! I wilt not, however, permit my- 
self to believe, until all grounds of hope 
are gone, that the fruit of hig noble 
deeds will be destroyed and his precious 
advice and virtuous example will so soon 
be forgotten.” And agsin, writing on 
the same day, he says of the dissolution 
of the union that it would be the great- 
est of calamities, ‘an accumulation of all 
the evils we complain of,’ and ‘nothing 
but revolution.’ Judge Speer, himself a 
southern man, sums up Lee's attitude 
with’ these words: 

He knew that so soon ae the cohesive influ- 
ence of present danger was withdrawn, the 
states to compose the confederacy might again 
separate. He clearty saw that instead of a 
proud and united nation, which was winning 
the admiration and commanding the respect 
of the world, the American states, north and 
ecuth, might soon present a shamefu] specta- 
cle, the despair of the friends of popular gov- 
ernment everywhere, a snarl’ of wrangling 
communities. * * * He might have seen the 
soil of the opposing republics in war after 
war drenched in frairicidal blood * * * and 
the genius of American freedom perish by 
the folly and fury of those who once worshipped 
at her shrine. 

“For a man with such devotion for the 
union and such dread of anything that 
might destroy it to give himself to the 
cause which aimed at its destruction 
would have been absolutely impossible 
except for the strongest conceivable mo- 
tive. Robert E. Lee found that motive 
in his loyalty to his convictions. No mo- 
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tive of self-adyancement and personal 
glory could move him even when coupled 
with his belief in the prime 

of the union. He wae the com- 
mand of the armies of the unton, in which 
he believed passionately. but he answéred 
the messenger from President In 
with the exclamation: 

upon secession as anarchy. 

the four million slaves in the south I 
would sacrifice them all to the union, but 
how can I draw my sword upon Virginia, 
my native state?” To him duty meant 
duty; honor meant going with Dis state 
to victory or defeat. We can believe 
that he inflicted upon his own sensitive 
soul wounds which never wholly healed 
when he took up the cause of disunion 
which he dreaded, the cause Of anrachy 
which he denounced, for the sake of the 
state to which he felt himself in highest 
duty bound to cleave. 

“It is hardly possible that an 
in the north would have gone 
the spiritual struggle that Robert E. 
Lee went through during the days when 
war was threatened. In the north those 
men that wavered were choosing between 
a low motive and a high one. Robert E. 
Lee was beset by two conflicting high 
motives. That he chose to follow that 
high motive which kept him with his 
state The Outlook believes to have been 
an error of political judgment; but it 
was not a moral erfor, not even an error 
of political morality. He who is loyal 
cannot be a traitor, and Lee and the 
men of his stamp were as loyal to their 
conscientious convictions as were the 
men who fought against them. The test 
of patriotism. like the test of any other 
moral quality, is not success, but loyalty 
to eonviction: and by that test Robert 
E. Lee stands today among the purest, 
though among the most tragically mis- 
led and misunderstood, of patriots. 

“One of the most pathetic, from one 
point of view. from another one of the 
most stimulating and enlightening, utter- 
ances that have come to us from the des- 
perate days before the breaking out of 
the war is in a letter in which Lee men- 
tions his own son, an Officer in the reg- 
ular army at the time: “The times are 
indeed calamitous. The brightness of 
God’s countenance seems turned from us, 
and his mercy stopped in its blissful cur- 
rent. Tell Custis he must consult his 
own judgment, reason and conscience as 
to the course he may take. I do not 
wish him to be guided by my wishes or 
example. If I have done wrong, let him 
do better. The present is a momentous 
question, which every man must settle 
for himself. and upon principle.’ 

“The man who wrote these words can 
teach lessons of patriotism to Amertca 
of today. The defeat of his armies. 
which meant triumph to the south as well 
as to the north, may have changed his 
conception of what duty to his country 
signified: but his loyalty to that duty 
as he conceived it was as steadfast as 
after his defeat. It is such steadfast 
loyalty that is the essence of patriotism. 
At some other time we may inquire into 
the nature of the two diverse 
conceptions of patriotism which Ccon- 
tended for supremacy during the 
days of the civil war. It is our pur- 
pose here to emphasize the truth that 
those who were loyal to the one concepn- 
tion were as truly patriots as those who 
were loyal to the Other. The Tea] issue 
was not between patriotism and the want 
of it, but between two forms of patriot- 
ism. one state, the other national. If 
willingness to sacrifice what is passion- 
ately prized the next to honor itself is 
any criterion as to the degree of patriot- 
ism that begets such’ sacrifice, then those 
southerners of whom Robert E. Lee is 
the type are to be counted among the 
patriots whose lives constitute the real 
riches of the nation.” 
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David Keer Allen, of Fartin’s Ferry, 
Ohio, a delegate to the B. Y. P. U. con- 
vention, who was a member of the Fif- 
tieth regiment of Ohfo volunteers during 
the war, is in Atlanta taking a look over 
the old battle fields. Mr. Allen's company 
was in the Third brigade, Second divis- 
ion of- the Twenty-third army corps under 
command of General Scofield. This bri- 
gade entered Atlanta at the Howard house 
and was among the first of the federal 
troops to reach this point. Mr. Allen was 
in the very hottest of the battles about 
Atlanta and wa Wothded B@ number of 
times. While in Atlanta he has called 
upon a number of confederate veterans 
and they have taken considerable pleas- 
ure in pointing out to him points that 
were, for various reasoms, strongly im- 
pressed upon his mind. 

“T am glad to see the spirit of peace and 
harmony that prevails among the vete- 
rans of both armies,’’ said Mr. Allen 
yesterday. ‘‘Henry Grady was largely re- 
sponsible for this good feeling and the 
north honored him as milch as does tné 
south for his efforts in reuniting the coun- 
try.

I am surprised at Atlanta’s remarkable 
growth; there was very little of the town 
here when Sherman's army moved on to 
the sea, and none of us expected that 
such an ideal city would spring up from 
those hot ashes,”’

MEASURE LACKED 38 VOTES 
OF REQUISITE MAJORIT 


Proposition Was To Amend the Con- 
stitution So as To Divide School 
Fund Between Races in Pro- 
portion to Taxes Paid. 
Other House Bills. 


The hovse of representatives has a 
second time refused to enact any legisla- 
tion looking to the division of the state 
schoo] fund between the races in pro- 
portion to the amount of taxes paid by 
each. 

The question was thoroughly threshed 
Over again yesterday, and at the con- 
clusion of the debate the house admin- 
istered defeat to a measure which pro- 
pesed to amend the constitution in this 
respect by a vote of 79 to 64. The bill 
proposing a constitutional amendment, it 
would have required a two-thirds ma- 
jority, or 117 votes to pass it. 

This bill was by Mr. Grice, of Pulaski, 
and proposed to amend paragraph 1, sec- 
tion 1 of article 8 of the constitution, by 
adding at the end of it the following 
words: ‘“‘And the taxes paid by the color- 
ed race, only, shall be applied to the edu- 
cation of that race.” 

The bill came back from the committee 
on constitutional amendments with a fa- 
vorable report, but after the bill had been 
read Mr. Hall, of Bibb, -who is a member 
of the committee, filed a minority report. 

As stated, this is the second time the 
house has put its veto on this proposi- 
tion, the other occasion being the refusal 
to pass the resolution by Mr. Bower, of 
Decatur, which proposed to express the

“Tt am here to tell vou today there {s 
not a school in the state worthy of the 
name for our children,” Mr. Moses de- 
clared. 

Mr. Moses said he did not desire to 
take any step to cut off from the negro 
any advantage, but the time had come 
when something ought to be done for the 
white children of the state. Georgia had 
garried this burden long enough. Mr. 


“Moses opposed the proposition looking to 


local taxation for school purposes, be- 
cause, he said, that would throw the whole 
burden on the counties of the state in the 
£9-called black belt. 

Stovall Against It. 

Mr. Stovall. of Chatham. in opposing 
the ‘bill said it would be unfortunate and 
unwise at this time to submit such an 
amendment to the people. Mr. Stovall 
said he had spoken on this line severa! 
days ago. and he desired now to urge the 
Georgia legislature not to do anything 
that would result in a revival! of the Blair 
educational scheme and its enforcement 
upon the people of Georgia. State School 
Commissioner Merritt had recently made 
the atatement, he said, that the adoption 
of such a measure as this would be un- 
wise if not dangerous at this time. Mr. 
Stovall said it would bring us more and 
more into conflict with northern interfer- 
ence in our educational matters. 

Mr. Stovall declared that the school 
fond iz not now divided according to 
population. The county school boards dl- 
vide it equitably and use it to what they 
consider the best aavantage. 

Mr. Evans, of Washington, declared the 
time had come when Georgia should stop 
educating the negro, and do more for the 
white children of the state. The people 
of his county, he said, would never vote 
for local taxation for schools as long as 
a gteat part of the fund went to the edu- 
cation of the negro. He considered that 
the education of the negro ruined him as 
a Jaborer or a servant. and in many cases 
made a criminal out of him. 


- Candler’s Strong Argument. 

Mr. Candler. of DeKalb, said the argu- 
ment of the gentleman from Washington 
appéaled only to selfishness and not to 
patriotism. This measure, he declared. 1s 
impracticable, impolitic and fraught with 
grave dangérs to the state. The controll- 
ine principle against this bill with him, 
he said. is found in the fact that the con- 
stitution makes taxation equal upon all 
classes of pfoperty. Then carrying out 
this same principle the expenditure of 
the money so collected should be spent 
equitably and without «ny discrimination 

“If you divide this money among classes 
es this bill proposes, the time will come

If you say you wil! give only the 


ott. taxes to educate the negro, you 
4 Might as well say you will use only the

taxes paid by the Germans to educate 
the children of the Germans. That is the 
exténsion of this same principle, and at 
last it comes to the point where you wiil 
use only Jones’ money to educate Jones’ 
children. Then what will be the use of 
collecting any taxes at all? This proposi- 
tion is a dangerous one and we should 
let it alone.’’ 
| Mr. Hall’s Views. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, as a member of 
the cOmmittee on constitutional amend- 
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ments, filed a minority report, the ¢om- 
mittee having repdérted the measure fa- 
vorably. In opening his opposition to 
the bill, Mr. Hall said he arose to make 
an appeal in behalf of the poor white 
children of Georgia. The negro with- 
out the benefits of education, he de- 
clared, is a@ savage, and he said Geor- 
gia owed it to her future, to her children 
yet to be. to deal with this question in 
wisdom, justice and moderation. Mr. Hall 
declared the only hope for the rural 
schools was in local taxation. There 
was the gravest danger in such a measure 
as that proposed, he said. 

Mr. Bower, of Decatur, made a strong 
argument in favor of the bill. Mr. Bower 
declared those who were opposing the 
bill had no knowledge of the real con- 
ditions in the rural districts of the state. 
Investigation would easily show, he de- 
clared, how great are the needs of the 
poor white children of the state. He 
appealed for justice to the white children 
ef Georgia. The bill is on the same 
ling as the resolution recently before 
the house of which Mr. Bower was the 
author. 

Injustice to Negro. 

Mr, Fiynt, of Spalding, called atten- 
tion to the fact that this was a ques- 
tion which the people of the whole state 
would pass on, and he insisted that it 
should be passed and submitted to them. 
He said it was high time that the white 
people were getting the benefit of their 


own labors. 

“If it is true that in some counties 
now the negro is not receiving his share 
of the educational fund, as has been 
stated. then we are doing secretly what 
we are afraid to come out in the open 
and do,” he said. ‘‘That is an injustice 
upon the negro.”’ 

Mr. Flynt considered that the Dill 
should pass as a matter of, right. He 
said in reply to Mr. Candler’s view of 
the matter that he did not believe in 
the principle of taxing one man to edu- 
eate another man’s children. 

Mr. Franklin. of Washington, appealed 
for the adoption of the committee’s fa- 
vorable report in order that a final vote 
might be taken on the merits of the 
measure. It is the rural counties of the 
state that need this legislation, Mr, 
Franklin declared. He said he had seen 
the poor white child with only one 
garment working in the field. while the 
negro child wearing shoes and stockings 
was on its way to school. 


The Debate Concluded. 

The previous question was called and 
Mr. Hall yielded the twenty minutes 
given the signer of the minority report 
to Mr. Howell, of Meriwether. The Dill, 
Mr. Howell declared, is an unwise one. 
He said the labor of the negro had con- 
tributed largely to the wealth of the 
state of Georgia, and he should not be 
denied the smal! pittance which the state 
now gives him for an education. Should 
this law go on the statute books in 
Georgia, he asserted the farmers would 
lose their labor, because the negroes 
would fiock from the cities to educate 
their children, and would even leave 
the state. The farmers of the state need 
the labor of the negroes and are not , 
ready for an exodus of them from the 
farms. 

Mr. Blackburn, of Fulton, chairman of 
the house committee on ~cogstitutional 
amendments, concluded the argument in 
favor of the bill. Hee contendedithat the 
negro is an inferior being and that it 
was never intended he should be edu- 
cated above his place in life and in ad- 
vance of white people. He yielded part 
of his time to Mr. Kelly, of Glascock, * 
who also made a brief argument in favor 
of the bill.

New Road Bill Killed. 


The bill by Messrs. McCurry, of Hart, 
and Fields, of Dooly, providing for an 
amendment to the alternative road law 
so that it shall not be effective in any 
county in the state until after it has 
been passed on by a vote of the people, 
came up in the house as the special 
orjer immediately after the reading of 
the journal.

Speaker Moarris’ friends in the house 
have urged him in many instances to 
make the race for the speakership again. 
There is no friction whatever in the 
house at the resent time, and the 
speaker has the good will and support 
of almost every member of the body.

Speaker Morris, it is stated, has never 
had any intention of making the race 
for sotdcitor general, though he has 
never until recently made any specific 
denia] of the report.

It is presumed Judge Gober will 
be in the race again next year, though 
there has, as yet, been no expression 
from him on the subject. At any rate 
there is no doubt about the fact that the 
race will be an interesting one. Both 
Speaker Morris and Judge Gober are 
oll known all ovér the state, and de- 
valipesenth in the race will be closely 
and carefully watched, 

Douglas Contest Settled. 

C. C. Garrett, of Douglas county, has 
withdrawn his contest against Dr. T. RH. 
Whitley for the seat from Douglas in 
the house of representatives, and Dr. 
Whitley's title to the seat will be con- 
firmed by the house, probably today, 
when the report of the committee on 
privileges and elections is read. 

The committee's report announcing this 
withdrawal of the contest by Mr. Garrett, 
was filed with the clerk yesterday, but 
the house adjourned before it was 
reached. The repoft was presented by 
Vice Chairman R. E. Davison, of Greéne. 
The contest came up at the session of 
1992, but was continued until this year at 
the request of the contestant. A hearing 
was had several days ago and lengthy 
argument was presented on both sides. 
The papers in the case were quite volu- 
minous, covering something lilge 5,000 
typewritten pages on both sides. 

The reasons for the withdrawal of the 
contest are presented in a Ie¢tter from 
Mr. Garrett to Hon. Clarence Wilson, 
of Clay, chairman of the committee, in 
which he states that against the advice 
of friends who believed he had a fair 
chance to he seated, he had decided to 
withdraw his contest against Dr. Whit- 
ley. 

Mr. Garrett in his letter of withdrawal, 
says in part: 

“IT have no doubt of my election by a 
good majority of the legal votes cast 
at the election when fairly and properly 
counted, but I have thought in taking 
this action on my part, voluntarily with- 
drawing the contest would have a ten- 
dency to allay to some extent the strife 
and bitterness growing out of the politi- 
cal situation in this county, and espe- 
cially that of the last election, and 
would be the means of healing up many 
old wounds and uniting our people to- 
gether in the future. 

“When I consented to become the nomi- 
nee of the democratic party I did so 
more as a duty to my party than persona! 
ambition. I have always obeyed its call 
and expect in the future to stand by its 
principles, platforms and support is 
nominees.”’ 

Among other reasons which Mr. Garrett 
assigns for withdrawing the contest is the 
lateness of the session, as he says he 
would not care to become a member 
when the legislature is about to expire. 
The record is such a voluminous one 
that it would take the committee prob- 
ably thirty days to get over it. It would 
be impossible, therefore, to decide the 
matter before the end of the present ses- 
sion on the first of next.

Bome’s Dispensary. 

AS Was expected the Rome dispensary 
law is to be heard from at the present 
session of the legislature. 

Mr. Knowles, of Floyd, introduced a 
bill in the house yesterday providing that 
the question of dispensaries Or no dis- 
pensaries be again submitted to a vote 
of the people of Floyd county. It has 
been common report for some time that 
this measure would be forthcoming. 

it will be remembered that the. bill 
submitting the dispensary quéstion to 
the people of Floyd county, of which 
Hon. Seaborn Wright was the author, 
was passed at the session of 1901. After 
@ very exciting contest, and an election 
in which charges and counter charges 
were made by and against those who 
took prominent part in the fight, Floyd 
county vfted to abolish bar rooms ana 
established dispensaries in Rome. These 
dispensaries have been tried in Floyd for 
considerably wore than a year now, and 
it is said there is stil] a very wide dif- 
ference of opinion as to the advantages 
of the dispensary plan. 

Mr. Knowles says that many people 
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who voted for the dispensary plan are 
now opposed to it, since it has been 
tried, and he believes the large ma- 
jority of the people of the county are 
now againsi it. The bill proposes that 
the question shall be again submitted to 
a vote of the people. Should the bill be- 
come a law, and the people vote to do 
away with the dispensaries, it is stated 
it would mean a return of the bar rooms 


to Rome. 


Uniformity of Text-Books. 

The senate committee on education had 
under consideration, at its meeting yes- 
terday afternoon, the bill of Senator Dodd 
to provide for a uniform system of text- 
books in the public schools, and decided 
to report that bill favorably. This is an 
important step in the fight that hag been 
waging for some years over the school 
book question. While the Dodd bill does 
not meet the desires of Some advocates 
of uniformity in every respect its pas- 
sage is considered probable in view of the 
action of the senate committee. 

Under this bill the state board of edu- 
cation is constituted a state text-book 
board upon which is placed the duty of 
selecting and adopting a uniform series 
or system of text-books for use in the 
public schools of Georgia. 

This board, by the terms of the bill, ie “‘au- 
thorized, empowered and directed to select 
and adopt a uniform series of text-books for 
use in the public schools of the state, as above 
indicated, and when s0 selected and adopted 
the text-books shal] be used for a period of 
five years, said period to begin on January I, 
1904, in all public schools of the state with 
exceptions aa hereinafter provided. Said 
uniform series shall include the following 
branches: Orthography, including spelling and 
defining; a graded system of writing books, 
reading, arithmetic, geography, English lan- 
guage lessons and grammar, history of the 
Tinited States, history of Georgia and ele- 
ments of physiology and hygiene; provided, 
that none of said text-books shall contain any- 
thing of a sectarian character.’’ 

The president of this text-book board is fm- 
powered to appoint a commission of five to 
be selected from among the county school 
commissioners and the teachers actively en- 
gaged in teaching in the public schools of this 
state—provided, that not more than one of 
these shall be taken from any one congrés- 
sional district—to whom shall be referred all 
books sent to the state text-book board as 
specimen copies or samples, upon which bids 
are to be based, and it shall be the duty of 
said commission, in executive session, to ex- 
amine and report on the merits of the books, 
irrespective of the price, taking Into consid- 
eration the subject-matter of the books, their 
printing, their material. their mechanical qual- 
ities and their general fitness for the schools 
of the state. 


In carrying on their work, the bill-pro- 
vides that this commission shall desig- 
nate which, of all the books submitted, 
are worthy of adoption for the schools 
and which are unworthy, and shall make 
such recommendations as it may deem 
adviaable. This is to be a secret report 
and shall not be opened by any member 
of the board until the board meets in 
executive session .to open and consider 
the bids or proposals of publishers de 
siring to have books adopted. 

Each member of this commission must 
take an oath to perform his duty faith- 
fully and conscientiously, and that he 
is not now and has never been, agent 
or attorney or in the employment of or 
interested in any book or publishing 
house making bids er proposals; and that 
he will not permit the solicitations in 
any wise of any person or agent repre- 
senting any publishing house or other 
concern or corporation which has sub- 
mitted, or may submit, bids. 

The board must make its selections 
from the list of books which the com- 
mission, comprised of teachers or school 
commissioners, has reported as worthy 
of use; and, all things else being equal, 
the price must govern the selections. 
The governor is to be ex-officio president of 
the board and the etate school commissioner 
secretary. Not later than sixty days after 
its organization the board shall advertise for 
sealed bids from publishers of text-books ‘‘for 
furnishing. books to the public echools of 
Georgia, through agencies established by the 
publishers in the several counties and places 
in the counties of the state as may be pro- 
vided for in euch regulation as said board 
may prescribe, the bids or proposals to be for 
furnishing the books for a period of five years. 
Sald bid or bids shall state specifically and 
definitely the price at which book or books 
are to be furnished, and shall be accompanied 
by seven or more specimen copies of each and 
every book proposed to be furnished, said 
epecimens to be without prices stamped or 
printed in or upon them. and it shaH be re- 
quired of each bidder to deposit with the treas- 
urer of the state a sum of money such as the 
board may require, not less than $500 or more 
than $2,500, according to the number of books 
each bidder may propose to supply, and no- 
tice shall further be given in said advertise- 
ment that euch deposits shall be forfeited ab- 
solutely to the state if the bidder making the 
deposit of any sum shall fall or refuse to 
make and ‘execute such contract and bond 
as is hereinafter required, within such time 
as the board shall require, which time shall 
aleo be stated in said advertisement. Al) bid« 
shall be sealed and~deposited with the secre- 
tary of state, to be delivered by him to the 
board when they are in executive session, for 
the purpose of considering the game, when they 
shall be opened in the presence of the board.”’ 

After the board has made its selections, it 
is made the duty of the attorney gencral to 
draw up the contract with the publishers 
whose offers have heen accepted. Each con- 
tractor must make a bond of not lese than 
$5,000, nor more than $25,000, for the fafth- 
ful performance of his contract. It shall be 
stipulated in each contract that the contractor 
has never furnished, and ie not now furnish- 
ing. under contract, any state, county or 
school district in the United States, where 
like condotions prevail as now prevail in the 
state and under this act, the same %ook or 
books as are embraced in e@eaid cor@‘act at a 
price Below or less than the price stipulated 
In said contract; and the board is authorized 
and directed, at any time that they may find 
that any book or books have been sold at a 
lower price under contract to any state, coun- 
ty or schoo] district aforesaid, to sue upon the 
bond of said contractor and recover the dif- 
ference between the contract and the lower 
price for which they find the book or books 
have been sold. 

It is further provided that it shal) al- 
ways be a part of the terms and conditions 
of every contract that the etate of Georgia 
shall not be liable to any contractor in any 
manner for any sum whatever, but all such 
contractors shall receive their pay solely 
from the proceeds of the sale of books. 
Provision is made for the exchange, at a 
stipulated valuation, of books now in use 
for the new books, the exchange period being 
fixed at up to the first of January, 1905.

in the counties it is provided 
shall be maintained in each county in the 
State, not less than one nor more than four 


patrons. Ail books shall be sold to the 
Gonsumer at the retail contract price, and 
it ie expressly provided that should any 
party contracting to furnish books, as pro- 
vided for in this act, fail to furnish them, 
or otherwise breach this contract, in addition 
to the right of the state to sue on the bond 
hereinbefore required, the chairman of the 
county board of education. or any member 
of said board of education, may sue in the 
name of the state of Georgia, in the courts 
of the state of Georgia having jurisdiction, 
and recover on the bond given by the con- 
tractor the full value of the books so failed 
to be furnished, for use and benefit of the 
school fund of the county; provided, that in 
all cases servicé of process may be ha@@ and 
deemed sufficient on any agent of the con- 
tractor in the county, and the service shall 
be and stand in the place of service on the 
defendant contractor.” 


The act is to become operative on the first 
of January, !904, in all counties which en- 


and in all counties where contracts have 
been entered into since, it shall become oper- 
ative upon the expiration of the existing con- 
tracts. These books so adopted shall be used 
to the exclusion of all others in all public 
free schools in the state, but is not to apply 
to any city, town or other local or inde- 
pendent system, whether of district or county, 
which by local taxation supplements the state 
tax for the support of its public schools, ex- 
cept by a majority vote of its local, district 
or county board of education. 

While this act is in force any teacher of 
superintendent who shall violate its provisions 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall 
be fined not less than $10 nor more than 
$50 for. each offense, every day of violation 
being considered a separate offense. Any 
dealer, clerk or agent who shall sell any 
such book for a greater price than the con- 
tract shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 


Military Matters. 

Colonel Obear, inspector. general of 
state troops, left last night for Savannah 
to make preliminary arrangements for 
the encampment of the First Georgia 
cavalry, which begins there on the 2lst. 

The orders for Captain Bennett, of the 
Sixteenth United States infantry, to act 
as inspector and instructor at the en- 
campinent of the Fifth Georgia at Rome 
are corstruec here to mean that Colonel 
Mills will soon be ordered back to Wash- 
ington to assume charge of the office of 
the inspector general of the army. This 
change is made necessary by the absence 
of the inspector general from Wash- 


ington. 


Increase of Senate Districts. 


Hon. A. P. Adameon, a prominent citi- 
zen of Clayton county, has been making 
a study of the subject of an increase in 
the number of the senatorial districts of 
the state, and the practical means by 
which such increase might be brought 

eut. The subject is one that has at- 
tr ited the attention of many thinking 
mett. Mr. Adamson thinks the present 
legislature should take it up. In ex- 
plaining his position, he sald: 

There is a growing sentiment among the 
people in many parts of the etate in favor 
of some legislation providing for a rearrange- 
ment of the senatorial districts of the state. 
It is certainly a question that ought to be 
considered by the present legislature. When 
the districts were organized in i86i, the 
counties of the state were not so populous 
nor was there so great a disparity in popu- 
lation as now. For many years the rotation 
systéin was strictly observed without any 
objection, but in later years there has been 
considerable strife in some of the districts 
comtainir large cities on account of that 
plah, he constitution provides that the 
state may be redistricted after each census, 
but the number of senators and districts can- 
not be increaged without an amendment to 
the constitution. To change the districts 
with the present number of senators would 
meet with strong opposition. Therefore if 
there is any change it will have to be made 
vy amending the constitution. 

“There are three good reasons why this 
should be done. First the increase in popu- 
lation in many counties, which will cortinue 
to cause confusion about the rotation system 
in districts having large counties with small 
ones attached; second, it is but just and 
fair that the larger counties should have 
an increase in representation in the senate 
on account of their being more populous, and 
the large amount of legislation in which they 
are directly interestec; third, the senate of 
Georgia ie too smali and is not a representa- 
tive body. The senators are not in as close 
touch with the people as they would be 
were their districts smaller. 


“lt will be difficult to arrange a plan which 
will be entirely satisfactory, but some meas- 
ure could be agreed upon which would remedy 
the present law. I do not believe the peo- 
ple of the state would oppose a slight in- 
crease in the number of senators. The large 
counties would not object to an increase, 
and the small ones would be in as good a 
condition as now. ] have prepared a plan 
which increases the number of districts which 
I respectfully suggest for the consideration 
of the legislature, which plah, or one eimilar, 
would be imuch better than the present ar- 
rafigement.”’ 

Mr. Adamson’s plan contemplates fifty-six 
districts. It is interesting to note how this 
can be done without infringing upon any ina- 
terests.

National Holiday of France 
Observed in Enthusiastic 
Manner, 


Paris, July 14.—The French national 
holiday was enthusiastically celebrated 
today in brilliant weather. 

‘The main feature was the review of the 
garrison of Paris. The troops assembled 
at Long Champ at an early hour before 
the heat became oppressive. Many spec- 
tators witnessed the arrival of the sol- 
diers, cheering the favorite corps as 
they reached the grounds. General An- 
dra, the minister of war, accompanied 
by a brilliant staff and the foreign mil- 
itary attaches, soon followed, 

At 9 o'clock an artillery salute an- 
nounced the arrival of President Loubéet, 
who was accompanied by Premier 
Combes and other cabinet ministers and 
the presidents of the senate and cham- 
ber of deputies and military governor of 
Paris and their staffs escorted to the 
reviewing stand. Madame Louhet soon 
followed and the review commenced, end- 
ing with the usual distribution of deco- 
rations. 

The charge was executed by six regi- 
ments of cavalry, which were drawn up 
in fine style about W® yards in front of 
the presidential stand, and aroused the 
greatest enthusiasm on the part of the 
spectators. Immediately afterwards M. 
Loubet and the ministers, with their es- 
corts, left the Long Champ, warmly ap- 
plauded along the route as they had 
been while- proceeding to the review 
grounds, ; 

A novel incident of the review was 
the appearance of Santos Dumont in an 
air ship over Long Champs. He saluted 
the president with three strident biasts 
from the whistle of his motor and with 
a salvo of revolver shots. Then, amid 
the applause of the spectators, the aero- 
naut sailed off rapidly to his headquar- 
ters at Puteaux.

Almost Unanimously

Thinks Georgia Should by All Means 
Have an Exhibit at the Lou- 
isiana Purchase Exposition. 
Resolution Appropri- 
ates $50,000. 


If the house and senate will carry out 
the almost unanimous recommendation 
of the house committee on appropriations, 
Georgia will have a splendid exhibit at 
the Louisiana Purchase exposition at St. 
Louis next year. 

After hearing from the advocates of the 
resolution by Mr. Dunbar, of Richmond, 


making an appropriation of $50,000 for an 


exhibit of Georgia’s agricultural and kin- 
dred resources at the St. Louis exposition, 
the appropriations committee yesterday 
afternoon, with almost unanimity, report- 
ed the resolution back to the house with 
This 
action was taken without any discussion 
from members of the committee. It was 
a viva voce vote, Mr. Hall, of Bibb, be- 
ing the only one to vote against the ap- 
propriation. Questions Mr. Hal] asked 
indicated ‘he considered it unconstitutional. 

Mr. Dunbar, author of the resolution, 
opened up the discussion in support of the 
measure. He explained that the resolu- 
tion proposed to expend $50,000 through the 
State agricultural department, to make 
a suitable display of Georgia's agricul- 
tural and kindred resources at the Louis- 
iana Purchase exposition. This is the 
best opportunity Georgia has ever had, 
Mr. Dunbar said, to advertise her great 
resources and advantages and to induce 
to come here desirable settlers from the 
west. Georgia had much to do with the 
upbuilding of the western country, and 
here is an opportunity for the Empire 
State of the South te draw to herself im- 
migrants who’ will do much for the up- 
building of the state. Mf Dunbar called 
attention to the large and adequate ap- 
propriations made for this purpose by 
If Georgia is 
to do anything at all, he said, by all 
meahs an adequate appropriation should 

made, so that Georgia can make as 
rood and even a bet br showing than 
other southern states. 

‘There is no doubt in my mind,’’ Mr. Dun- 
bar said, ‘‘about the constitutionality of this 
metsure. It is provided that it shall be 
done through the agricultural department. If 
this department is legally established, there 
is no reason why this appropriation should 
not be made since it would be only carrying 
out the work cf that department, which is 
now a-divertisirg the resources of the state 
and working to the end of bringing gcod set- 
tlers to Georgia.’’ 

Mr. Dunbar stated that the agricultural 
department is now turning $40,000 to $50.- 
0) a year into the treasury from the tax 
on fertilizers. It seemed to him that the 
department and the farmers of the state 
were entitled to this appropriation for the 
purpose of exhibiting their many fre- 
sources to the people of the west. 

Pope Brown Urges It. 

Hon. J. Pope Brown, former president of 
the State Agricultura) Society, expressed 
the hope that this exhibit would be made. 
He had often heard the cry, ‘“‘We are not 
able to do it.’”’ That cry, Mr. Brown said, 
is fallacious. The state is able to make 
an appropriation and make this exhibit. 
and the people will raise no objection to 
it, he declared, so long as the money is 
wisely and judiciously expended. As to 
eonstitutionality, Mr. Brown said he had 
found usually that a measure was uncon- 
stitutiona] if a fellow was against it, but 
constitutional if he was for it. Georgia is 
able to make this exhibit. he declared, 
and if she does we will show up as well 
as any state in the union, 

Mr. Conner, of Bartow, read a commu- 
nieation containing resolutions passed by 
the Cartersville chamber of commerce, 
strongly urging the passage of the meas- 
ure providing for the exhibit, and asking 
the representatives from Bartow county 
to do all in their power to have this ap- 
propriation made. Mr. ‘Conner said he 
was most heartily in accord with the res- 
olution and urged its passage. 

Not Unconstitutional. 

Colonel Clifford L. ----.erson appeared 

before the committee at the request of 

Nes = 
the president of the board of lady man 
agers for the St. Louis exposition, to 
express an opinion as to the constitu- 
tionality of the proposed appropriation. 
Colonel Anderson said there were only 
two provisions of the constitution which 
could be considered to conflict in any 
wise with such an appropriation. One of 
these was the provision relating generally 
to the levying of taxes, and the other 
was the provision prohibition the grant- 
ing of any money from the treasury as a 
gift, gratuity or demation to any person, 
corporation or association. Under no 
circumstances did he consider that such 
an appropriation could be considered a 
It was 
rather an investment. Colonel Ander- 
son then went over the general pro- 
visions relating to the levying of taxes 
showing that none of them specifically 
or even by Implication, prohibited such 
an appropriation as this. It would be 
an appropriation through one of the 
state’s departments for \the purpose of 
advertising the state and, attracting de- 
sirable settlers to her fields. 


Mayor Howell Speaks. 


Mayor Evan P. Howell said he was in 
no wise direetly interested in such an 
exhibit. as is proposed, “but,” he said, 
‘as a eitizen of Georgia I feel it will be 
a shame if this state does not make a 
proper showing at this important expo- 
sition.’’ 

“Whenever Georgia 
Mayor Howell said, 
trouble in getting 
perhaps be better to 
of the money that is being = spent 
now to better purposes, such as 
this exhibit will be. Georgia made an 
appropriation of $17,000 to make an exhibit 
in this state. She built a $25.00 monument 
at Chickamauga on_land that is under 
the entire control of the United States

the west who are inclined to leave there 
as their section is filled up with a for- 
Mayor Howell spoke of 
the great work such men as these have 
done in the upbuilding of the sections 
to which they went. Such an exhibit 
might not do At@anta, .uacon or Savan- 
nah any immediate material good, but 
it would benefit the whole state in bring- 
ing people to it who would develop the re- 
sources of its soil and its mines, and 
build it up industrially. 

Mayor Howell showed what other states 
have already done in the matter of ar- 
ranging exhibits. He also read letters. 
from.mayors of other cities in the state, 
strongly favoring an appropriation by 
Georgia for this purpose. 

“This ts one of the most important ques- 
tions that wi'l come before you,’’ Mayor How- 
ell said “‘It will hurt Georgia more than 
anything else if the state does not have a 
proper exhibit at St. Louis.’’ 

Letters from various Georgia mayors 
and resolutions adopted by chambers of 
commerce in different cities, urging the 
appropriation for the exhibit, were filed 
with the committee. 

The committee then passed favorably 
on the resolution without debate. 


STEED BILL TABLED AGAIN. 


Senate Failed To Give It Requisite 
Number of Votes—Other 
Measures. 


Another effort was made yesterday to 
pass through the senate the house bill of 
Mr. Steed, of Taylor, to make. certificates 
issued by the ordinaries to confederate 
veterans to peddle and do business con- 
clusive evidence of their right to do such 
business without further license; but with 
the certainty of the vote falling short 
of. the requisite constitutional majority, 
the measure wag again tabled. 

Before this had been done the senate 
had adopted an amendment to the meas- 
ure which, in the opinion of its author, 
would remove all the objections to it. 
But several senators believed that even 
with this amendment the legislation was 
uncalled for and would open the way to 
fraud. Senator Perry voiced the senti- 
ments of these senators. Senator Mat- 
thews appeared again as the special cham- 
pion of the bill, and, in accordance with 
the notice previously given, presented, 
and the senate adopted, the following 
amendment: 

Provided, That the provisions of this act 
shall apply only to certificates issued in. each 
case by the ordinary of the county of resi- 
dence of the soldier applying for such certifi- 
cate, and no ordinary shall issue a certificate 
to any such soldier other than the ordinary 
of the county in which the said soldier shall 
have resided twelve months next preceding 


the issue of such certificate, and the certifi- 
cate shall show such residence of such sol- 


dier.

Railroad Bills in Senate. 

The report of the railroad committee, 
upon the different measures recently pass- 
ed upon by that committee, was made to 
the senate. The committee makes an ad- 
verse report upon the house bill of Messrs. 
Steed and Hixon, of Carroll, to extend the 
powers of the railroad commission; the 
bill of Senator Comas, which hag the 
same general title but relaszes ta a dif- 
ferent phase of the railroad question, as 
heretofore explained in The Constitution; 
and the bill of Senator Matthews, pro- 
viding for change of venue in certain de- 
pot cases based upon the orders of the 
railroad commission. Lengthy minority 
reports were presented and read to the 
senate upon the first two of these bills. 
There is no minority report on the Mat- 
thews bill. 

These minority reports are signed by 
but three members of the committee, but 
these gentlemen will make a hard fight 
for the passage of the bills. The Dill of 
Messrs. Steed and Hix@n was laid before 
the senate with its adverse report yester- 
day, but at the request of Senator Mat- 
thews was laid upon the table. A motion 
to have the minority reports printed will 
be made today. The indications point 
to a lively debate when these measures 
reach the stage of consideration. 

The bill of Senator VanBuren, giving 
railroad companieg authority to straighten 
their lines, was favorably reported by this 
committee. 


House Bills on Third Reading. 


The house bill of Messrs. Shannon and 
Walker, of Monroe, to. provide for a board 
of.commissioners for Monroe county, was 
amended at the suggestion of Senator 
Worsham and passed. The amendment 
provides that the present commissioners 
shall hold office until the expiration of 
their respective terms. This means a 
board of five commissioners until the 
terms of two of the present members ex- 
pire, after which the board shall consist 
of three members. 

The house bill of Mr. Kent, of Johnson, 
to establish a dispensary at Wrightsville, 
was reported adversely by the senate com- 
mittee on temperance, and the bill was 
killed by the adoption of the adverse re- 
port,
